“This bill,” says the F e b ru a ry 
issue of the Dispenser, official p u b ­ 
lication of the C olorado D ispen­ 
sers, P ackage D ealers an d R estau­ 
ran t Association, “ has th e full su p ­ 
port of the m ajor portion of the 
alcohol beverage in d u stry because 
it is designed to specifically give 
aid to th e package store o perator 
and the druggist who retails spirit­ 
uous an d vinous liquors. 
“This bill should it becom e a law 
will be th e greatest single factor 
benefitting the package and d ru g ­ 
store since repeal,” the D ispenser 
declares w ith enthusiasm . 
T h e bill, according to th e Dis­ 
penser, is “w ritten to expressly 
elim inate price cutting,” w hich is 
an o th er w ay of saying its purpose 
is to increase liquor prices in Colo­ 
rado. 
T he present “ fair tra d e ” law, 
w hich does not have enough teeth 
in it to suit the liquor dealers, is 
costing Colorado consum ers an e x ­ 
tra $2.000,000 a y ear or m ore in 
e x tra -h ig h retail prices. T here is 
no telling how m uch m ore the new 
proposed law would cost. 
In a furious effort to d ru m up 
su p p o rt for the new bill, th e Colo­ 
rado Dispensers. P ack ag e Dealers 
and R estau ra n t association has fu i-
